CALGARY (CUP) « University 
of Calgary students have return- 
ed from their summer vacations 
to And that thG loan they export- 
ed to receive is not there, or if 
it is, that it has been drastical- 
ly reduced. 

The culprit Is the Alberta 
Forced Summer Savings Pro- 
gram, a measure introduced 
with little fanfare and publicity, 
Tate last spring. 

The minimum amount expect- 
ed to be saved by a university 
student starts at about $000. if 
you save less than that, you can 
expect to have your loan reduc- 
ed by the amount you fall short. 

Upon implementing the pro- 
gram, the Students' Finance 
Board received protests from 
the Students* Unions of all three 
Alberta universities regarding 
both the form and the timing of 
the program's implementation. 
The impetus for the program 
came from the federal govern- 
ment which now requires, under 
the Canada Student Loans Act, a 
saving on the part of the stu- 
dent of at least 45 1/2 of the mi- 
nimum wage of the province of 
residence. 

This leaves the student with 
55 1/2 of the minimum wage (if

he is recofving minimum wage) 
is set at $2 an hour. This works 
nut to the sum of S17G a month 
(not including deductions for in- 
come tax, UIC, CCP, etc.) 

The timing of implementation 
ensured that a maximum number 
of students remained uninformed 
as to the existence and the nature 
of ths program. 

The students Finance Board 
will continue to receive applica- 
tions from all Alberta students. 
Where a student has not attempt- 
ed to work or save without good 
reason, t\\c board will not re- 
place the lack of savings. The 
board feels that in most cases 
this will not prevent students 
from attending university as they 
have three alternatives: l)work 
part-time 2)request additional 
funds from their parents 3)appeal 
the board's decision. 

One of the major criticisms of 
the program is that by penalizing 
those who save least and reward- 
ing those who save most (students 
receive brownie points and extra 
consideration for saving more than 
the $S00 minimum) the board is 
penalizing precisely those indi- 
viduals it was set up to help. It 
restricts the loan system to those 
least in need of assistance, and does 
little to ensure that those earn- 
ing high wages support their 
education at an equivalent pro- 
portional level* The AJberta Forc- 
ed Summer Savings Program can 
be contrasted to the recent chan- 
ges In the British Columbia Stu- 
dent Loans Program ,i BC students 
can now receive up to $2,900 a 
year of wldch a maximum of $1,400 
is loan, and $1500 is grant.

CALGARY (CUP) — Free tuition 
for all students? Easily available 
grants instead of difficult to ob- 
tain loans? 

If It sounds too good \o be true 
think again. A University of Cal- 
gary graduate student, Paula 
Davles, started the drive for free 
tuition in early spring and since 
that time the Idea has received 
widespread support. 

"Free education for all" Is the 
theme of the group* They are 
lobbying on the basis that In an 
oil-rich province like Alberta, 
no one with adequate academic 
quail 11 cations should be stopped 
from getting a better education. 

The group has proposed that 
the increased revenue, totalling 
millions of dollars, to be received 
by the government through oil 
royalties, should be used to pay 
tuition fees for all students in the 
province, 

A full refund of tuition tees and 
a re-instatement of the grant 



system of student financing is 
being called for. A student satis- 
fying a minimum pass level In 
their educational program would 
be entitled to the subsidization. 

Research is currently underway 
by the group into other provincial 
financing schemes and the actual 

wealth of Alberta* 

In a preliminary push for the 

scheme, the free tuition group 
received support from the under- 
graduate and graduate students' 
organizations at the University 
of Calgary, The Alberta Federa- 
tion of Labor, the Students' Union 
at the University of Athabasca, 
and Faculty of the University of 
Calgary on an individual basis. 

In the last week of August let- 
ters were sent to all the educa- 
tional institutions in Alberta, 
professional organizations, and 
business associations. The group 
has received someletters of sup- 
port In return and are waiting 
for further replies.

An Ontario Council on University 
Affairs will be established to ad- 
vise the government on the Pro- 
vince's university system. Le- 
gislation to set up the new Coun- 
cil was introduced in the Ontario 
Legislature May I4th, 1974. The 
Council will be headed by a foil- 
time Chairman, Dr. Stefan Du- 
pre, currently Chairman of the 
Department of Political Economy 
at the University of Toronto. 

The Council will make recom- 
mendations to the Minister of 
Colleges and Universities on mat- 
ters such as the eligibility of 
programs for funding, total fund- 
ing requirements ot Ontario 
universities and allocation of the 
funds. It will be empowered to 
hold public meetings, publish 
minutes of its meetings and 
make annual reports to the Legis- 
lature. 

Dr. Stefan Duprc, A.M., Ph. D., 
has been appointed Chairman of 
the new Ontario Council on Uni- 
versity Affairs. 

Since 1970 Dr. Dupre has been 
Chairman of the Department of 
Political Economy at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto. He Joined the uni- 
versity as an associate professor 
of political science in 19G3 and be- 
came a full professor In 1966. 

Dr. Dupre was born tn 1936 in 
Quebec City* and attended school 
there. In 1955 he graduated in 
economics and political science 
from the University of Ottawa. 
He then did graduate studies In 
political economy at Harvard 



University where he received 
his A.M. in 1957 and his Ph.D. 
in 1956. 

Dr. Dupre was a Research 
Fellow at the Brookings insti- 
tution in Washington D.C in 
1957-58. In 1958 he returned to 
Harvard as an instructor in poli- 
tical science and became an as-* 
sistant professor there from 
1961-G3. He was secretary of 
Harvard's Graduate School of 
Public Administration from 19G0 
until 1063, when he left to join 
the University of Torontu. 

Before being appointed chair- 
man of the University of Toronto's 
Department of Political Economy, 
he was Director of the universi- 
ty's Centre for Urban and Com- 
munity Studies and Associate 
Dean of the School of Graduate 
Studies. 

While at the university he also 
served as editorial director of 
the Ontario Committee on Taxa- 
tion from 1064-67, was a member 
of the Ontario Civil Service Arbi- 
tration Board from 19G5-72, and 
served on the Science Council/ 
Canada Council Study Group on 
Federal Support of University 
Research in 19G7-6B. In addition, 
he was a member of the National 
Research Council of Canada from 
1969 until 1974 and served as pre- 
sident of the Institute of Public 
Administration of Canada in 19G9- 
70. 

Dr. Dupre Is co-author of 
"Science and the Nation" publish- 
ed in 19G2. A Japanese edition 
appeared in 1965. He Is also the 



author of ** Intergovernmental 
Finance in Ontario; A Provincial- 
Local Perspective, Toronto," pu- 
blished in 1968, and the co-author 
of "The Role of the Federal Gov- 
ernment in the Support of Research 
in Canadian Universities," pu- 
blished In 1969. His most recent 
co-authored book was "Federa- 
lism and Policy Development," 
published in 1973. In addition, he 
h2s made numerous contributions 
to various books and scholarly 
Journals*

In an attempt to recover from last year's 
disasters, University Players has already 
begun to move on plans for this season's 
first production. "Antigone", by Jean An- 
oullh, was chosen by the group at Its last 
meeting before the summer break, which 
was a departure from the usual format. 
Plays normally are selected in September 
when old and new members can take part in 
the decision. This action was taken In order 
to avoid one of the contributing factors to 
the many problems which plagued the orga- 
nization in 1973-74. 



Althougn last year was an active one for 
'Players', most of their ventures could not 
bo termed successful. Their two tours, which 
were sponsored locally were money losing 
ventures, and the organisation's major pro- 
duction, Cole' Porter's 'Anything Goes', was 
cancelled five weeks before its scheduled, 
run. There Is still some discussion of why 
the production was shelved, but the fact re- 
mains that the director, Don Gillies, had to 
be paid part of his salary and accumulated 
rental was owed for the music and scripts. 

The stigma of last season will haunt Uni- 
versity Players this year. The group receiv- 
ed funds for the musical from University 
Affairs, fluids which will probably be harder 
to get now that 'Players' credibility has 
suffered a blow. Already tho Students* General 
Association has quietly Indicated that its 
allotment will be reviewed and may be lower 
than last year's $1,000.00 allowance. The 
SGA president wants to know what the 'Players' 
did with the money since "nothing was pro- 
duced". 



Next week's meeting will be exactly six 
weeks from opening night. 'Players' need 
and welcome anyone and everyone interested 
In any area of theatre, from actors to stage- 
hands, from ushers and house managers, to 
people interested in handling the program- 
me and publicity. The on-stage cast is com^ 
posed of flight malos and four females, al- 
though one of the male parts could be easily 
played by a female, since there Is no indica- 
tion in the part as to who the character is. 
Traditionally the part has been played by 
men, but 'Players' is not known for follow- 
ing tradition. 

The play will be directed by Bill Hart, 
head of ' Laurentian's Instructional Media 
Centre, and formep Director of Drama here. 
He is currently one of the instructors of 
Cambrian College's theatre arts program 
and has directed many of 'Players' produc- 
tions, as well as having played the lead in 
Laurentian's presentation of "Death of a 
Salesman", He will direct the November 
production of "Relatively Speaking" for Sud- 
bury Theatre Centre. 



Aside from the aborted production and the 
two nationally known tour groups which Uni- 
versity Players sponsored to a poor turn 
out, both from the general, public and Univer- 
sity community, the group did produce a 
small show In December of last year- For 
two consecutive nights Theatre Studio pre- 
sented short excerpts and music from thea- 
trical works. The audience was quite pleased 
with what it saw and heard. 



Regardless of last year's occurences, and 
their effects on what is to come this year, 
University Players is ready to move ahead. 
The 1974-75 executive is headed by president 
Ron Tough, The other officers will be chosen 
at the first general meeting on September 23 
la the Fraser Auditorium, at which time the 
astlng for "Antigone" will be got under way. 



THE PLAY: 

The ancient Greek "Antigone" involved 
two sons and two daughters of mother-loving 
Oedipus, lately departed king of Thebes, 
and his brother-in-law, Creoo, who, at the 
time of the play had become king. The two 
brothers had a civil war and killed each 
other, and Creon, full of righteousness and 
edicts had ordained that one of the brothers 
be left unburied, Antigone, a sister, defied 
the edicts, heaped earth upon the dishonoured 
corpse, and is buried alive for punishment. 
This sets off a chain of suicides which rock 
old Creon to his base. The University Pla- 
yers version was written by Jean Anoullh in 
Nazi occupied Paris. In it he makes a state- 
ment about his city and its newtgovemment. 
The English adaption was done by Lewis 
Galantiere.

STATEMENT ON OFS/FEO) 

The Ontario Federation of 
Students/Federation des Etu- 
diants de rOntarlo is a province 
wide organization of campuses 
formed to represent the varied 
interests of post-secondary 
students. OFS/FEO has grown 
out of the feeling among students* 
councils that, in an era of finan- 
cial cutbacks and general negloct 
by the provincial government, 
studeotsneed a provincial orga- 
nization strong enough to articu- 
late the Issues - such as financ- 
ing, housing, tenure and teaching 
quality - that affect all students. 
Thus, the purpose of OFS/FEO 
is to generate a well organized 
student movement In Ontario and 
to serve as the collective voice 
of students on a provincial level. 
Formed in 1972, OFS/FEO has 
already become recognized as the 
provincial representative of over 
100,000 college and university 
students. In two years, with limit- 
ed resources, OFS/FEO has ac- 
complished a great deal. It has 
secured a promise from James 
Auld, Minister of Colleges and 
Universities, to supply student 
governments with the OSAP Policy 
and Procedures Manual and with 
the government's university 
housing needs questionnaire. 

Through direct fieldwork, OFS/ 
FEO has helped to organize 
course unions, off-campus ten- 
ant associations, and has pu* 
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blished a course union organiz- 
ing handbook, as well as sponsor- 
ing an organizers* workshop 
thai will make skills and exper- 
tise available across the provin- 
ce. OFS/FEO is producing a 
legal handbook that will deal 
with areas of especial Interest 
to students, such as students 
rights under Canada Student 
Loan Plan regulations, their 
rights under the Landlord-Ten- 
ant Act, their rights in drug 
and alcohol searches, and more 
generally, with citizens* rights 
under the law. In addition, OFS/ 
FEO has produced research on 
financing post-secondary edu- 
cation, tenure, student housing, 
and the history of the student 
movement In Ontario. Much of 
this research was organized In- 
to a brief presented to \he Onta- 
rio government. 

In developing a viable student 
movement that can survive and 
grovV OFS/FEO Is moving in 
two closely inter-related direc- 
tions. The first Is the develop- 
ment of an organization strong 
enough. 1 to Influence the govern- 
ment in ways beneficial to post- 
secondary students. To this end, 
OFS/FEO produces research 
on provincial Issues, and exerts 
lobbying pressure on the govern- 
ment, as well as seeking to main- 
tain ties with labour, faculty 
groups, community organiza- 
tions, and any other groups that 
support OFS/FEO principles. 
The basic principle underlying 
much of OFS/FEO's research 
is that education is a social right 
rather than an economic privi- 
lege. Flowing from tills position 
Is OFS/FEO's support for free 
tuition and a living stipend for 
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students and the active removal 
of social and economic barriers 
to post-secondary education. 

At the same time, OFS/FEO 
maintains contact and informa- 
tion flow with individual cam- 
puses. Through direct fieldwork, 
OFS/FEO builds ties with and 
among Its member students' 
councils and provides expertise 
to student groups organizing on 
campuses. Fieldwork is the es- 
sence of a cross-provincial orga- 
nization such as OFS/FEO, since 
information flow and a sense of 
provincial unity are dependent 
on personal association , as well 
as the support of councils. Just 
as important is the expertise the 
field workers can provide to stu- 
dents organizing coarse unices 
and the historical and provincial 
perspective they can contrihrte 
to new groups. The problems 
students confront in attempting 
to democratize universities are 
often problems of a general na- 
ture that others have struggled 
with before. Fleldworkers can 
provide this supportive perspec- 
tive. 

Last year students at six uni- 
versities (Toronto, Western, 
Lakehead, St. Pat's, Glendon, 
and Ryerson) voted to Increase 
their contribution to OFS/FEO 
from 40 cents to $1.50/year. 
Other campuses will be holding 
referenda on this fee increase 
in the fell or spring. With Its 
increased resources, OFS/FEO 
nas been able to double its toll- 
time staff by Wring three new 
members - a liaison officer and 
two additional fleldworkers -and 
has made provision for its Exe- 
cutive Committee to work dur- 



ing part of the summer. 

What this means is that OFS/FEO 
with increased resources and 
personnel will be able to reach 
more students directly through 
support of organizing attempts 
and through forums and work groupt 
that will deal with provincial is- 
sues. 

The Ontario Student, OFS/FEO's 
newspaper, will be produced more 
regularly, making available on a 
massive scale information deal- 
ing with post -secondary educa- 
tion. In addition, the paper can 
help to develop a sense of unity 
among students around the pro- 
vince by describing and analyzing 
developments on other campuses. 

Also, through the efforts of the 
liaison officer, OFS/FEO will 
be able In maintain more cohe- 
sive contact with other provin- 
cial organizations that can pro- 
vide a student movement with 
support or information. OFS/FEO 
can begin to build an informa- 
tion bank that will serve both 
individual students and their 
councils in researching various 
issues. Finally, OFS/FEO will 
be able to direct attention to 
the problems of small univer- 
sities, of regional Isolation, 
of part-time students, and of 
community colleges. 

As OFS/FEO moves into its 
third year of existence, it is 
still growing and dealing with 
the problems of identity and 
focus that any new organization 
faces. However, the potential 
lor a strong student organiza- 
tion Is enormous. Not only can 
it secure legislative reform, 
but more Importantly, it can 
provide students with the op-

Their lobbying power has the 
likelihood of increasing primarily 
because the federation's research 
into the various areas of education 
illustrates that they are serious 
about their objectives to upgrade 
the post-secondary aspects of 
education in the province. Not 
only are they directing their efforts 
towards a better quality of educa- 
tion but to other areas of univer- 
sity life (housing, student repre- 
sentation etc...)* 

During the coming year, Lamb- 
da will be running features on the 
OFS's role so that you, the stu- 
dent, will be able to judge for 
yourselves whether or not Lau- 
rentlan can benefit from return- 
ing to the federation.

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The Canadian Bureau for In- 
ternational Education Is now ad- 
ministering an emergency fund 
for overseas students. This fond 
was made possible by a grant from 
the Canadian International Devel- 
opment Agency on theunderstand- 
Ing that it would be matched In 
contributions from other sources, 

either In cash or in kind. It should 
be emphasized that this Is an 
emergency fund and not a scholar- 
ship scheme. Applications for fi- 
nancial assistance from this fund 
must be made by the responsible 
officer of a university or commu- 
nity college (Registrar, Dean of 
Student Affairs, Awards Officer, 
Foreign Student Advisor) and will 
consist of: 

1) a letter from the offlcier giving 
a personal assessment of the stu- 
dent; 

2) the appropriate transcripts; 

3) a statement from the student 
outlining the events which caused 
the financial distress; 

4) a copy of the student's immi- 
gration status; 

5) the criteria listed below. 
Applications will be Judged on 

their own merit, with high priority 
to be e* v « D t0 academic progress 



Grants 
will be in the area of $200 to 
$1,000 per academic year. 

The deadline for receiving ap- 
plications are as follows: 
. November I ... for the Fall Term 

- February 1 ... for the Spring 

Term 

- June I ... for theSummerTerm 
Applications cannot be consider- 
ed at times other than those spe- 
cified above. 

The Board of Directors of the 
Bureau has adopted the following 
guidelines for the fund: 

1) the students to be considered 
should be from a developing coun- 
try; 

2) at the beginning, the Board 
would only support students resi- 
dent la Canada at the time of ap- 
plication, and who have complet- 
ed one year's study or training 
in Canada; 

3) the student would have to pro- 
vide proof that his support had 
been terminated because of events 
in his home country; 

4) all applicants must be on a 
student visa; application for land- 



ed immigrant status would ter- 
minate the award; 

5) for the purposes of the award, 
all applicants should be consider- 
ed as single, and no funds should 
be awarded for dependents either 
In Canada or at home; 

6) financial support would be 
granted for not more than a 12- 
month period at a time, and would 
be renewable if the student made 
satisfactory progress; 

7) applications for awards would 
be made through appropriate of- 
fices or in Institutions (Foreign 
Student Advisor, Director of Stu- 
dent Affairs), and would be sup- 
ported by the usual documents 
(admission, etc.); no direct ap- 
plications would be accepted from 
individual students; 

8) the Canadian Bureau for In- 
ternational Education is prepared 
to ensure that at the time of ap- 
plication the students supported 
from this fund are able and willing 
to return to either their home 
countries, or to another develop- 
ing area. ^^

Two former World Driving 
Champions, Emerson FIttlpaldi and 
Denis Hulme, have brought the for- 
mula of youth and experience to 
Team McLaren, placing it among 
the frontrunners on the Grand Prix 
circuit. 

This duo of FIttlpaldi and Hulme, 
who are in third and seventh posi- 
tions respectively in the Grand Pri 
standings, will pilot the McLaren- 
Fords when they compete In the 
Labatt's 50 Grand Prix of Canada 
at Mosport Park, September 20-21- 
22. 

A native of brazil, FIttlpaldi Is 

the youngest man ever to win the 
World Driving Championship, capt- 
uring the title in 1972. Three points 
back of leader Clay Regazzonl and 
two behind Jody Scheckter, with 
two races remaining, FIttlpaldi has 
a second title within his grasp. 
Teammate Hulme has accumulated 
20 points this season. He is cur- 
rently in seventh position. 

Fittlpaldi broke In to the Grand 
Prix circuit In 1970 with the Lotus 
team under Colin Chapman, and had 
the number one Lotus driver Jochen 
Rlndt to teach Mm the basics. FIt- 
tlpaldi won his first Grand Prix at 
the United States event In 1970, Just 
alter Rfndt was killed. at Monza. 

Two years later at the age of 
2S he edged out Jackie Stewart to 
become the youngest man ever to 
win the World Driving Champion- 
ship. This season Fittlpaldi has 
captured the Brazilian and Bel- 
gian Grands Prix, placed second 
at Britain and Italy, third in Spain 
and Holland, fourth in Sweden and 
fifth in the Grand Prix of Monaco. 

Hulme holds down seventh place 
on the virtue of his victory in Ar- 
gentina, a second place finish in 
the Austrian Grand Prix and sixth 
place finishes at Spain, Belgium, 
France, Britain and Italy. Born 
in New Zealand the 38-year-old 
Hulme got his first taste of racing 
in the local car club where he com- 
peted in a MG TF. He graduated to 
MGA then to a 2-litre Cooper Cli- 
max which he raced successfully 
in the 1959-60 season. He was awar 
ed financial assistance by the 
"Driver to Europe" program. In 
Europe, Hulme drove a Formula 
Junior Cooper in 1961 and 1962 and 
while driving a Junior Formula 
Brabham won seven of 14 starts In 
1963. During 1964 and 1965 he drove 
in three Grand Prix events for 
Brabham and in 1966 he was retain- 
ed as the number two driver behind 
Jack Brabham. The next season,l967j 
Hulme was crowned the World 
Driving Champion, moving to the 
McLaren team in 196B where he 
continued to rank highly In the run- 
ning for the Grand Prix title as well 
as capturing the Can-Am Champion- 
ship in 1966 and 1970. 



nada '74 is made up of hockey 
stars from the WHL. However, 
both Paul Henderson and Frank 
Mahovollch, among other, play- 
ed the Russians In the first se- 
ries. 

Since that time, both Jumped 
to the new league and will be 
able to use their knowledge of 
the Russian style of play to full 
advantage. 

Who knows, maybe Henderson 
will pull one of his suspense 
tricks and wait till there's 34 
seconds left in the last game to 
assure a Canadian victory. 

Russia has come & long way in 
hockey and have crushed the Idea 
that Canada has the best hockey 
in the world. Perhaps this se- 
ries they will use their great 
passing system and add a little 
bit of the North American hit-

Canal Zone & other news 



PANAMA CITY (CUPI) The 

Panama CanaJ has completed Its 
sixtieth year of facilitating Inter- 
oceanic traffic and of enriching 
a U.S. company. 

The cost of its construction, 
estimated at 3C0 million dollars, 
was completely amortized in 
1954, according to an official an- 
nouncement at the time. 

The company which lias been 
operating the Canal Zone has al- 
ready recovered more than forty 
times the original cost of the in- 
vestments. 

The Canal also means a savings 
on maritime trade costs for the 
United States. In 1972, the U.S. 
saved 620 million dollars because 
of special privileges which reduce 
fart-s for U.S. flagships. 

The anniversary is being cele- 
brated at a time when the Panaman- 
ian Government has obtained the 
support of the main sectors in the 
country in its demands for con- 



trol of the Canal. 

Bilateral negotiations, conduct- 
ed by Ellsworth Bunker, special 
U,S, Ambassador, and the Pana- 
manian Foreign Ministry, took 
place last week but no final agree- 
ments were reached. 

The Foreign Minister, Juan 
Antunio Tack, and the U.S. Secre- 
tary of State, Henry Kissinger, 
had approved an eight-point docu- 
ment In February, as a guide for 
farther discussions. 

The document was considered 
a partial triumph for Panama 
since it mentioned the inevita- 
bility of a speedy restoration of 
Panamanian sovereignty over the 
Canal Zone and Its 1,432 square 
kilometers of territory. 

At the time Kissinger said 
that there were strong pres- 
sures being exerted to main- 
tain the status quo In the Zone. 

A group of Panamanian ex- 



perts, using official ILS. Govern- 
ment figures, estimated that the 
V.S. had saved some 11,000 mil- 
lion dollars in the military 
sphere between 1917 and 1970 
from possession of the Canal. 
The location of the so called 
Southern Command in the Canal 
Zone has also turned the area 
into the principal U.S. military 
base in Latin America* 

NARCOTICS OFFICERS 

KEGINA (CUP) — The Univer- 
sity of Regina Students' Union 
(SU) executive will be seeking 
the views of students on the use 
of marijuana and related drugs 
as a result of a visit by Vic 
Pankratr, a Regina RCMP nar- 
cotics squad member. 

Pankratz demanded a state- 
ment on the use of narcotics from 
SU President Marv Mochoruk

during an August 9 meeting. 

Pankrate expressed concern 
throughout the meeting over the 

lack of control faced by the nar- 
cotics squad In dealing with the 
university dope trade. 

He appears to be acting inde- 
pendently of the RCMP and the 
Saskatchewan solicitor general's 
department. Phone Inquiries con- 
ducted by SU executive members 
shortly after his first contact 
prodcued denials of involvement 
from all law enforcement bran- 
ches. 

The RCMP does not have 
jurisdiction over Wascana Center 
Authority grounds which includes 



the university. University Presi- 
dent John Archer must also 
approve any raids by the narco- 
tics squad. 

SU officials have decided to 
approach Pankratz's request 
by going directly to the students. 
A referendum to coincide with 
Fall SU by-elections will likely 
be held to determine an official 
position which can be presented 
to various authorities. 

Students previously approved 
a referendum supporting the 
legalization of marijuana* The 
referendum was held while the 
Le Dain Commission hearings 
on the non-medical use of drugs 
were in progress.
